700 couples share

To report it sounds absurd, 
but on May 17 more than 700

Many traveled all night in 
buses, planes, campers and 
cars, arriving at University of 
San Diego in a steady stream.

THE EVENT was the quarter- 
ly meeting of Unit 12 of the 
National Marriage Encounter 
Movement.

Kolvek of San Diego, the 
day-long meeting was for Mar- 
riage Encounter board couples.

Court deals death 
blow to school aid 


WASHINGTON (NC)—The three dissenting 

judges in the U.S. Supreme Court’s overturning of 
-a Pennsylvania school aid law see the majority 
decision as a threat to the exercise of religion. 


The court majority May 19 ruled that the law, 
which permitted state aid to nonpublic schools in 
the form of auxiliary services—testing and therapy ~ 
services, for example—is unconstitutional. 


The Court said it represented a state 
establishment of religion because 75 per cent of 
the nonpublic schools receiving aid were church 
controlled, and because monitoring of the program 
would require ‘‘excessive entanglement’’ of 
church and state. 


Criticizing the majority decision on possible 
entanglement, Chief Justice Burger said: ‘‘I see at 
least as much potential for divisive political debate 
in opposition to the crabbed attitude the court 
shows in this case.”’ ean 


Bishop James S. Rausch, general secretary of

What's with (Father) O'Rourke? 


It may help if something about (Father) Joseph 
O’Rourke, spokesman for Catholics for a Free 
Choice, is known. He is at present suspended by his 
order, the Jesuits. An accumulation of events 
culminated in his baptizing a baby on the steps of a 
closed church in Marlboro, Mass., in 1974 against 
the instructions of the local bishop and the local 
pastor. You may remember the publicity. 


He baptized the baby because the pastor had 
refused on the grounds that the mother supported 
abortion, in opposition to the Catholic stance. As 
she wouldn’t change her attitude, the pastor 
refused the child baptism on the grounds that it 
would not receive a truly Catholic upbringing. But 
the then (Father) O’ Rourke arrogated to himself the 
decision to perform the ceremony against the 
wishes of the local ordinary. 


His expertise in knowing better than duly 
constituted Church authority goes back to his 
ordination. At that important and, one would think, 
truly ‘‘Christ-filled’’ ceremony, he chose to accept 
ordination at the hands of Cardinal Terence Cooke, 
of New York, and then publicly announced his 
refusal to share the ‘‘kiss of peace’’ with the 
cardinal, as he represented the military chaplaincy 
and armed might of the United States. 


To make the sacrament of Holy Orders a time for 
confrontation is as bad as making the Sacrament of 
Eucharist a matter for confrontation, as did the 
ladies of NOW recently. 


So, pray for (Father) O’Rourke. He’s no longer a 
full-fledged priest, as his faculties are withdrawn, 
and he does not speak for the Catholic Church. 
Rome has his case for consideration. 


The outlook favors war 


Evidently those of us who recently toured the 
Middle East returned with fairly similar: impres- 
sions of the danger of war. According to Kathy 
Powers, from the Albany, New York, Evangelist 
who accompanied us, most of the editors said war 
in the Middle East is probable within the next year. 


The majority opinion among the editors was: - 


— Mid-East government leaders are unwilling to 
‘make any real compromise leading to peace, 
thereby presuming another war, or at best 
_ continuation of present tension, inevitable; 


—The basis for any just and lasting peace in the 
Mid-East must recognize the right of Israel to exist 
as a State and the right of the Palestinian people to 
_establish a state of their own; 


—The best solution for Jerusalem is not 
internationalization but rather unified municipal 
government under one nation, probably Israel, but 
with guarantees for non-Jewish minorities and for 
access to the Holy Places: 


—The impact of the Christian Church in the 
Mid-East is minute due to the small number of 
believers and the fragmented nature of the local 
churches; 


—Both Israel and the Arab countries expect the 

' United States to act as moderator in whatever peace 
discussions can be arranged.

in the past and presented as ‘‘other-worldly people 
who rarely touched the ground when they walked.’’ 


Burns says the current canonization process still 
puts ‘‘too great a premium on the absence of flaws 
that would tend to exclude such more corpuscular 
figures as Savanarola or, in our own time, Martin 
Luther King.’’ But people inevitably find their own 
models, he says, and ‘‘let’s pray that more will find 
heroism in Dag Hammarskjold and Ralph Nader 
than will find it in- Johnny Carson or Michael 
Corleone.’’ 


I think | have been fortunate to meet a few living 


saints and one of them is Mother Teresa of - 


Calcutta. Another is a Jesuit archbishop who died 
on the steps of St. Peter’s in Rome within the first 
week of the Vatican I! Council. 


Thrice-married priest-journalist 
Eddie Doherty, the thrice-married former 


‘newspaper reporter, Hollywood scriptwriter and 


author of 22 books, who became a Melkite rite 
priest, died earlier this month at the age of 84. He 
started as a general assignment reporter—like all 
the best newspapermen—in the 1920s for the N.Y. 
Daily News, which proclaimed him ‘‘The Star 
Reporter of America,’’ and was ordained a priest at 
the age of 79 in Nazareth, Israel. 


The Melkite rite permits married priests and 


’ Father Doherty’s third wife, the former Catherine 


de Hueck, a Russian baroness from Czarist days, 
attended the ordination. After ordination the priest 
continued his work to help the poor and distressed 


at Madonna House, Combermere, Ont., founded by - 
his wife, author of Poustinia, the desert experience, 


to whom he had been married for 25 years. - 


As a reporter, Eddie Doherty covered prohibi- 
tion, the jazz age, gangland killings, the Lindbergh 
flight to Paris and the Pancho Villa insurrection in 
Mexico. Like all of us who write for newspapers, he 
had his problems with proof readers and rewrite 
men.who don’t appreciate the beauty of our prose. 
Once his copy reported that a Mexican town had 
“‘half a dozen ‘dobe huts and half a hundred 
hounds.’’ And the copyreader changed it to: ‘’Six 
adobe houses and 50 dogs.’’ 


Holy Year pilgrims please 

Though there is not exactly a flood of people from 
this part of the world going to Rome for the Holy 
Year—not. yet, anyway, according to flight 
organizers—the Pope is very happy at the numbers 
he sees flocking into the Eternal City. 


Rome is a beautiful city, whose history and holy ©

places, inflation has hit them pretty hard, and hotel 
room rates are high, but cabs are cheap, walking is 
pleasant and their food is fattening. And there are 
few languages so pleasant on the ear as Italian, 
even in argument.

Though the Catholic population in 
America is still growing according to the 
statistical volume of the U.S. Church, ‘‘The 
1975 Official Catholic Directory’’, numbers are 
down in many key areas. 


The most alarming statistic is that 
between 1973 and 1974 there were only 75,123 
converts to Catholicism in this country, the 
third lowest figure since 1939. 


In a nation of nearly 220 million people, 
how well does that speak of Catholic ‘‘witness’’ 
for Christ?. Are non-Christians and non-Catho- 
lics seeing the Son mirrored effectively in our 
everyday lives? 


It stands to reason that people cannot be -

‘It was God’s plan that his son 
should suffer temptation; in fact, Luke 
tells us it was the Spirit who led Jesus 
into the desert ‘‘where he was 
tempted by the devil.’’ [Luke 4:2] In 
the desert Satan tried to divert Jesus 
from his task. 


Satan wanted the Messiah to be a 
bread king, a mere social reformer. 
This same temptation reappears in 
John 6:15 where the people saw how 
Christ multiplied the loaves: ‘Jesus 
realized that they would come and 
carry him off to make him king, so he 
fled back to the mountain alone.’’ 


Truth is often a very expensive 
qualification on our acts; Jesus risked 
his popularity, even the success of his 
mission for truth. At the end of his 
life, when nearly all his friends had 


deserted him Jesus told Pilate, the 
coward, ‘‘It is you who say | am a 
king. 

‘‘The reason why | was born, the 
reason why I came into the world is to 
testify to the truth. Anyone committed 
to the truth hears my voice.’’ [John 
18:37] 


Jesus could have changed the rocks 
into bread but that manifestation of 
power would have separated him from 
the limitations of the human condition 
he came to redeem through his 
endurance. 


But even more significantly, that 
kind of a miracle would have 
misrepresented his Father’s plan for 
man; therefore, Jesus responded, 
‘Not on bread alone is man to live but 
on every utterance that comes from 
the. mouth of God.’’ [Matthew 4:4]

Free to choose commitment 


We were talking...about commitment 
and choice and what it means to be for or 
against something, and how choice must 
always imply rejection. 

By its very nature, choice presupposes 
the rejection of alternatives. It means, 
simply, that we accept something against 
something else. We cannot, for instance, 
choose to marry and still ‘‘play the field.’’ 
Our choice places upon us certain 
restrictions, certain limitations. 


ONCE MARRIED, we are no longer free 
to do as we like, but must consider not 
only another person, but a whole new 
identity, new responsibilities and a 
different status. There is a union, a unity, 
a oneness typical of the married state. 

We may refuse to accept this new 
identity and responsibility; we may 
-demand our freedom and separate 
ourselves from that oneness, so that the 
marriage becomes one in name only. A 
couple may continue to live together but it 
could not in any real sense be called a 
marriage. 

Then some form of judicial separation or 
divorce would only be placing an official 
stamp on what had already been effected. 
In much the same way, we should be 
aware that when we choose Christianity — 
or more specifically, Catholicism—as a 
way of life and religious commitment that 

~ choice implies rejection of all that is 
contrary to the tenets and teaching of the 
Church. 


WE CANNOT claim to follow a religion 
if we do not honor its constituted 


authority. We must be consistent. If we 


are to defy the authority of the Church in 
favor, of, say, ‘‘free choice,’’ we are 
making a choice against the Church and 
separating ourselves from union with its 
body. © ‘ 

It is illogical to reject. some basic 
teaching of the Church and yet insist upon 
partaking of that sacramental life which is 
symbolic of unity and full membership in 
its community. It is, at the least, illogical 
to express outrage when our self-induced 
estrangement is officially recognized and 
announced, 

It is not-unchristian to establish criteria 
for acceptance and continued good 
standing in a specific Christian commun- 
ity. Indeed, it is the mission of the Church 
to state and restate the truth and to teach 


The first complete Amer- 
ican Bible translation 
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and reprimand and redirect those within 
its responsibility when their actions are in 
defiance of its moral. principles. 


NOR IS IT in any way contrary to the 
law of love Christ gave us. Love should not 
be confused. with permissiveness or 
tolerance of error. Christ’s love did not 
prevent him from flaying those who used 
religion for their own ends, nor from 
overturning the tables of their profit and 
driving them from the Temple. 

His love was as operative when 
castigating the arrogance of scribes and 
Pharisees as when forgiving the many sins 
of Mary Magdalene. And it should be 
remembered that he did not attempt to 
deny the law, but to illuminate it. 

Christ did not try to dilute the authority 
of the Church, in fact, in his teaching on 
fraternal correction, he upholds the 
Church—even of those times—as the arbi- 
ter of right and wrong, with the power of 
exclusion from and readmission to its 
community. 


IN TRUTH, it is more often in sorrow 
than in anger that the drastic step of 
exclusion from the sacramental life of the 
Church is taken by those in authority. But 
we must recognize that certain actions, 
certain publicly expressed beliefs do 
separate individuals from the body of the 
Church and full identity with its 
community. 

God himself suffers us. to separate 
ourselves from union with him and even 
deprive ourselves of salvation as long as 
we remain obdurate. We. can_ hardly 
accuse him of lack of love or sensitivity 
because—in the final analysis—he accepts 
our separation as official—or, to put it 
another. way, as eternal. 


Sacraments are not ‘some ~form of 
privilege or reward for being a ‘’good 
Christian’’ or humanitarian, or even a 


_Church-going Catholic. They are a solemn 


and public affirmation of unity with the 
Church, of oneness with her mission and 
acceptance of her official teaching. 


It is to misunderstand the quality of - 


Christian love to interpret it in-sentimen- 
tal, accommodating or indulgent leader- 
ship. God knows the Church must excise 
and cauterize and at times even 


amputate— as concernedly and regretfully 
as any surgeon—for the good of the whole 
body.

Ten years of 
profound freedom 
and commitment

To those of us in the Jewish-Christian 


' tradition, history is sacred and the act of 


remembering God’s presence in events and 
people is celebration and praise! And each of 
us has a sacred history. For me, to talk about 
vocation is to tell my story which began, as 
all good stories do...‘‘once upon a time.”’ 


Once upon a time...I was a college senior, 
a journalism major, much taken with my own 
intelligence and talents, filled with plans for 
my future. 1 wanted a writing career. 


I HAD enough creativity and skill to make 
it. My plans were good, I thought; a future in 
journalism would be challenging and would 
express a certain dimension of myself. 


But during my senior year I discovered 
another level of myself which could never be 
expressed in any career. I was developing a 
deep friendship with another student who, in 
time, trusted me enough to share her God 
with me. 


Up to this time God had been a distant 
reality although I grew up in a Catholic 
milieu and went to Catholic schools all my 
life. But for Mary Ellen, God was ‘‘Friend.”’ 


I FOUND her relationship with God 
incredible but I wanted to know God as 
Friend too so I began to do a very dangerous 
thing. I began to pray. 

And gradually, over those remaining 
months of my senior year, I discovered a God 
who knew me and loved me and who could 


even risk challenging me to surrender 


myself entirely to Him. 


Only a few people suspected what was 
happening in me; a whole new dimension to 


myself was developing in the deepest core of 
my being where God and 1 communicated. 


TO THE faculty and most of the other 
students I was a talented, witty, sometimes 
cynical non-conformist. Although this super- 
ficial level of myself would have been 
satisfied with a journalism career, I knew 
that my deeper self would only be satisfied 
by a life in a community of Sisters vowed to 
God and dedicated to His people. 

And so I decided in a moment of risk and 
trust to become a Sister, a Carmelite. The 
contemplative life style seemed to be the 
most total offering of myself I could make. 


But I did not enter Carmel until three 


years later. These were years of restless- 


Awareness 


ness, boredom, of continued discovery. I 
enjoyed working on my hometown news- 
paper. I enjoyed the intellectual stimulation 
of my friends. c 


I put off entering, I dated. I loved. I spent 
much of my salary on clothes. During these 
crucial years I met Dorothy Day and grew to 
admire her dedication to a new world order. 
My thinking became more radical and often I 
‘worried my family. 


I grew to understand what commitment 
meant from the Catholic Worker movement. 
For a brief period I was torn between this 
movement and Carmel but I decided that I 
could work more totally for a new world 
order through a life of prayer. 


And so I entered Carmel in 1960 thinking 
my pilgrimage was over. I loved the life-style 
and grew to know God more fully. Besides 
being Friend, he was redeemer, savior, 
liberator, lover. I sensed His great love for 
all His people and my prayer touched the 
depths of God’s desires for the renewal of 
creation and the transformation of history. 


RIGHT BEFORE I was to make my solemn 
vows as a Carmelite, the community told me 
that I showed signs of an apostolic vocation 
rather than a call to the solitude of Carmel. I 
was stunned and angry. 


I died in those few months before I was to 
leave Carmel. I was also reborn. The 
community supported my efforts to find an 
apostolic way of life. I trusted the Lord and 
decided upon Good Shepherd, a Congrega- 
tion whose history was contemplative and 
apostolic. 


Ihave been a Good Shepherd Sister for 10 
years now and as time passes feel a profound 
commitment and a profound freedom—a 
paradox which I have never been able to 
explain to anyone. : 

THESE 10 years have been‘years of deep 
friendships in community. I am spiritually at 
home with these women who value prayer 
and who love and respect the people they 
serve. 


Right now I serve as Vocation-Formation 
director, and in a profound sense, share my 
God with others. I don’t know what the 
future will bring. I don’t even understand all 
of the present. But when-I remember my 
story, I celebrate His friendship and 
faithfulness. Then I can ‘‘see Him more 
clearly and follow Him more nearly, day by 
day by day!”’

And basically I was 
seeking then what I’m ‘seeking today— 
growth in union with Him. 


BUT THE circumstances have changed. 
There is less structure now, more opportun- 
ity for choice, and greater risk in the choices 
one makes. I experience this as leading me 
to rely more directly on the Lord and to 
depend more on Him. 


It is particularly in the corporate decisions 
of the community that I experience the most 
need of the Lord. For a group of free adult 
women to act collegially is no small thing. It 


. involves struggle, suffering, the experience 
of evil, and the experience of the presence of © 


the Lord Himself. 


The very process of corporate decision 
making can become a means by which the 


Lord prunes and transforms each of us 
individually and the community as a whole. 
One can feel this going on within oneself and 
see it going on in one’s Sisters. 


I SEE religious life as fulfilling a great 
service in the Church today. The call, I 
believe, is for us members of religious 
communities to witness corporately to faith, 
hope, and love. 


This is hard. It is humanly impossible. But 
there are times when one experiences the 
Lord doing the impossible not only within 
oneself but-within one’s Sisters acting 
together. 


My particular work is adult religious 
education. This brings me into contact with 
married persons, families, persons living the 
single life. I see us all equally loved by the 
Lord and called to commitment to Him. The 


Church as made up of us all, each with our ~ 


own gift and call to’ service. 


FOR ME, personally, the call has been 
and is to allow the Lord to take over more 
and more—to teach me poverty; emptiness 
of spirit and of material goods that I might 
be filled with Him; chastity: an all-embrac- 
ing love, one that is open to all and yet 
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Beginning to pray 


personal and care-full; and to obedience: an 
openess to the word of God as it comes to me 
through the Church, through my Sisters, 
through the experience and situations of my 
life. 


I know this process of the Lord’s taking 
over is happening. Nevertheless there are 
times when I block His gifts through 
selfishness. It is then that I experience the 
pain and suffering that sin brings, the agony 
of being caught in evil. Sometimes this pain 
comes from the evil that is outside me, too. 


But there are times, too, when I 
experience the gift of the Lord’s own 
presence, His healing power and love. It is 
then that the call becomes clearer—the call 
to follow Him and to be with Him even in His 
suffering. 5 


BUT IN His triumph, too. And above all in 
His. openess to the cries of the person 
nearest Him (Mary, Martha, the woman 
with the hemorrhage, the man born blind) 


and to the cries of those He didn’t see but to 


whom He was sent by His Father. 


Iam happy in my life as an Ursuline Sister 
in today’s church. Happy not in a 
self-satisfied way, but in the faith that the 
Lord is present and that He will be present in 
my future. 


The greatest challenge which I experience 
is to remain in relationship with Him. It is 
my only source of strength, of real 


i telationship with others, and of peace. But 


there is busy-ness and its consequent loss of 
relationship—not in reality but in experi- 
ence. 


MY MOST ‘profound thanks go to those 
people (in my own community and in other 
family and religious communities) who have 
called me back from time to time to 
awareness of the Lord and to the source of 
my confusion and unhappiness (which is lack 
of awareness of Him). 


These people are profound witnesses to 
what this essay is all about—we cannot 
reach the Lord alone, and He has given each 
of us companions who in some way or other 


- can help us to Him. :

Today's Religious Woman 


Sisters find fresh 
gladness in gift of 
celibacy, self-donation

The world is changing and, with it, 
religious women are changing. I was 
impressed with this truth, especially with 
the sense of an emerging religious life, 
during the Second Inter-American Confer- 
ence at Bogota, Colombia, in November. 


Speakers represented the Leadership 
Conference of Women Religious, the 
Conference of Major Superiors of Men, the 
Conference of Religious of Canada, and the 
Conference of Latin American Religious. 


THE ‘‘WORLD FRAME (of 50 years ago) 
has come unglued,’’ Sister Francis Borgia 
Rothluebber quoted Buckminister-Fuller. 
“‘“Goodbye all special advantage—personal, 
corporate, national. It’s to be unprecedented 
advantage for none or all.”’ 

Unfortunately, the world is not yet at that 
point, but vast groups of mankind are 
becoming articulate and straining for 


freedom and rights and some responsibility. - 


Among these groups, said Sister Lora Ann 
Qyinonez, the women’s movement asks 
some hard questions. If women possess gifts 
and aspirations, why are they not permitted 
to contribute fully, even though tradition has 
seen those gifts as masculine? 


WOMEN WISH to be regarded as 


persons. At all levels except the strictly 
sexual one, the roles of men and women may 
be interchanged. 


As for the women religious, in the ‘‘good 
Sister’ image she has been teacher or nurse 
with no strong opinions, meek, subservient, 
“‘a sacred object.’’ 


But Sisters are found today in new forms 
of response to human need: in pastoral 


teams, liturgy, neighborhood education, 
welfare reform, consciousness-raising on 
justice; as hospital chaplains, campus 


ministers, legislative assistants; for prison 
inmates, migrants, the rural poor. In all 
these they are “‘articulators of prophetic 
vision,’’ critics of the culture, calling 
attention to injustice and oppression. 


SISTERS HAVE found a “‘new...gladness 
in celibacy as gift, as wholeness,’’ 
opportunity of full flowering of person. 
Understanding the Lord as person (and 
solitude as good). 


Sisters have discovered celibacy -as an 
over-and-over decision for Christ, not 
genuine unless the Sister is ‘‘on fire to 
involve herself in everyone’s journey toward 
full humanization.”’

The Field of the Apostolate 


Service to lepers is 
still a missionary call

There are two airports on the Hawaiian 
island of Molokai. One is ‘“‘topside,”’ 
reasonably large and able to accommodate 
jet planes. The other, at Kalaupapa, consists 
of one small strip on a promontory jutting 
out into angry ocean waters at the base of.a 
steep 1,600 foot cliff. 


The view as your two-engine, island-hop- 
ping aircraft comes into the ‘‘topside’’ field 
is magnificent: gorgeous ‘‘blue Hawaii”’ 
waters, black lava rock, sparsely settled 
areas and carefully manicured acres of 
pineapple. 


THE SCENERY as you approach Kalau- 
papa is equally beautiful, but more 
primitive, isolated and very sobering. With 
but few exceptions the only people living 
here are lepers, victims of what we now call 
Hansen’s disease. 


This is where Father Damien de Veuster 
worked, suffered and died (1884) with and 
for what were then the hideous outcasts of 
society. 


There were no planes to this spot when 
Damien arrived in 1873. And ships docked 
infrequently. Even today a barge bringing 
supplies can make the trip through such 
treacherous seas only once a year during the 
calmer season. 


THE MAIN approach, by foot, followed a 
three-and-a-half mile torturous mule path 
down the side of that sharp cliff. 


It was an 
remains so today even though to a lesser 
degree because of air travel. 


Father Damien did not come to Kalaupapa 
(or better, to Kalawao, the original 
settlement) as a sun-tanned, curious tourist, 
and I doubt if he paused long to ‘admire the 
surrounding’s natural beauty. 


HIS MISSION instead was to work among 
the lepers, and any romantic dreams he 
might have entertained about the people or 
the place surely ended when the Belgian- 


born missionary first met these poor 
_ creatures. 


A biographer of Damien’ s life described 
the scene: ‘‘They were without faces or if 
they had faces, they were distorted beyond 
resemblance to any human shape. Where 
eyes had been there were craters of pus, and 
there were gaping~mouths, where noses 


isolated location then and ~ 


should be. Ears were pendulous masses 
many times their natural size, or were 
shriveled to almost nothing. 


“Hands were without fingers and some 
arms were merely stumps. Feet and legs 
were equally repulsive and the bodies of 
most of these wretched creatures were 
bloated and pitted, shrunken and swollen, 
but never a normal shape. They were a 
pitiable, revolting sight; their wounds and 
sores being either entirely undressed or 
covered with filthy matter-soaked rags.’’ 


In ‘addition to the nauseous physical 


sights, Damien found, as predicted, that his - 


new home seemed ‘“‘a graveyard, a place of 
anarchy, a Sodom, calling down a rain of fire 
and brimstone.”’ 


This missionary immediately became all 
things to all men at Molokai—doctor, nurse, 
justice of the peace, policeman, carpenter, 
gravedigger, plumber, lawyer, advocate as 
well as spiritual father and guide. 


A friend of mine and I shared in the fruits 
of his prodigious labors, concelebrating 
Mass at the altar and in the tiny chapel this 
talented man had constructed. 


A CENTURY later, life is better at 
Molokai. Scientists have ruled out the 
contagious nature of leprosy. Modern sulfa 
drugs control most of the ugly symptoms 
such as putrefaction and bleeding. The 1,000 
plus patients have declined to a few 
hundred. 


Dedicated Franciscan Sisters staff an old, 
but clean and warm hospital. Alii airlines 
brings the daily newspaper, regular mail, 
fresh meat and vegetables. Television sets 
link most settlement members with the 
outside world; radios function 
capacity for others blinded by the disease. 


But one still sees the effects of that 
illness-stumps which serve as hands or feet, 
disfigured faces without eyes to see, -no- 


children or young people, a sense of 


isolation, and unanswered questions about 
the future. 


THE VISITOR alee enue “Molokai 
inspired by the example of those nuns (one 


decided at the age of six to spend her life 
working at Molokai with the lepers) and by 
the memory of Damien. 


He died, finally, of the disease and his 
followers believe this generous servant may 
be canonized in 1977.

the huge need for the liberation of all 
peoples and groups.”’ 


FOR SISTER Francine Zeller, another 
Bogota speaker, global consciousness, 
global. needs, demand a response from 
Sisters, who are now too often among the 
‘benevolent oppressors.” 


Prophets of peace, they are to be calling 


on the rich to dispossess themselves, calling 
on all people to help the poor. The Sisters 
need to reach toward a goal, to be unfettered 
and free. 


It is the Spirit who inspires us to share, to 
give away, ‘‘to cease fearing, holding, 
protecting, buying, consuming’’ with little 
thought of the loneliness, hunger, oppres- 
sion around us. 


_ CHRIST CAME, said Sister Francine, ‘‘to 
set the downtrodden free,’’ and our way of 
justice has to be that. Our ‘‘This is my body’’ 
means all that we have, all that we are, given 
for the world—God’s world. 


Brazilian Franciscan theologian, Father 
Leonardo Boff; speaking on religious in the 
Latin American setting, saw “‘biting 
challenges coming from a suffering .and 
marginized world.’’ What is common to 
Latin American countries is ‘‘underdevelop- 
ment, dependency, craving for progress and 
liberation.”’ 


How much does religious life help man 
free himself? Father Leonardo saw possibil- 
ities for the experience of God “‘in religious 
life which takes the problems of the 
surrounding world...and then faces them in 


_ a contemplative setting.” 


TO FOLLOW Christ is to live his options, 
which were in favor of the poor, of the lost 
sheep, the prodigal son, the socially and 
religiously marginalized.”’ In Latin America, 
“to follow Christ is to include...the real 


possibility of persecution, slander, prison, 
and, who knows, death itself in favor of 
man,”’ 


Not only did I hear, in Father Boff’s talk, 
of the terrible need in Latin America—I saw 
the suffering everywhere. Most painful to 
see were the Bogota children. Five-year olds 
begging people to buy cakes, corn-on-the- 
cob, cigarettes, shawls. 


On a crowded bus a plaintive voice singing 
above the noise—and soon a little waif 
making his way down the aisle, begging for 
money. The five young boys asleep on the 
sidewalk outside the church, no one to care 
for them, no covering for the night. 


BEFORE BOGOTA I had been to Santiago 
and Chillan and found that poverty in Chile 
is as painful. On the bus between the two 
cities, the view on either side of the road was 
of homes with dirt floors and no windows. 


Iwas surprised to find a “‘rather wealthy”’ 
school with bare classrooms and poor 
equipment. In the hospital I wondered how 
anyone could recover and not get infection 
from the unsanitary conditions. 


And I will never forget Marie Adele—92— 


in her bed in a hut about eight feet square. 
But I was aware of more than poverty here. 


When she prayed, the look of heaven was in — 


her eyes. 


IN LATIN America, In USA, in all our 
planet, I know now there is need for a new 
kind of religious, to be, as Father Leonardo 
said at Bogota, at the ‘‘center of a 
conflict...where exploitation of man by man 
ceases; and total reconciliation, that is, the 
kingdom of God, takes over.’’ 


I know now that the religious community 
must open up to the people who surround us. 
And that we must take a contemplative look 
at action for justice.

“Annie and the Old One,’’ a story for > 


children, by Miska Miles is one that I have 
read again and again since I discovered it at 
Thanksgiving time last year. 


Annie is a little Indian girl who loves her 
grandmother, the Old One. The Old One 
tells Annie stories of times long gone and 
these are the best times of all in Annie’s 
nine-year-old life. 


THEY LAUGH together at an occasional 
mouse skittering and jerking across the hard 
dirt floor of their hogan. They laugh if the 
fried bread is burned a bit black at the edges 
and they say that it’s good. 


At times the Old One sits small and still 
and Annie, sitting beside her, knows that 
she is very old. It was at such a time that her 
grandmother said, ‘‘It is time for you to 


‘learn to weave, my granddaughter.’’ But 


Annie was not willing nor ready to do this 
new thing at the time her grandmother said 
that she must. 


One day when the evening meal was done, 
the old grandmother called her family 
together. She spoke softly, “‘My children, 
when the new rug is taken from the loom, I 
will go to Mother Earth.”’ 


ANNIE SHIVERED and looked at her 
mother. Her mother’s eyes were shining 
bright with tears that did not fall. Annie 
knew what her grandmother meant. Her 
heart stood still and she made no sound. 


The Old One spoke again. ‘‘You will each 
choose: the gift that you wish to have.” 
Annie looked at the hard earth, swept 
smooth and clean. ‘‘What will you have, my 


 granddaughter?’”’ the grandmother asked. 


Annie looked at a weaving stick propped 
against the wall of the hogan. This was the 
grandmother’s own weaving stick, polished 
and beautiful with age. Annie looked directly 
at the stick. 


AS THOUGH sun had soakeh: her Dy 
grandmother nodded. ‘‘My granddaughter — 


shall have my weaving stick.”’ 


In the days that follow Annie tries to keep 
her mother ‘from finishing the rug. Annie 
tries desperately to hold back the moment 
that the Old One’had promised to return to 
Mother Earth. 


Ina final and touching moment of the 
story, her grandmother explains to her that 
she cannot hold back time and she helps 
Annie understand about life and death, and 


how she was a part of the earth and its 


rhythms. 


THE OLD ONE taught Annie the 
“foreverness’”’ of life and Annie was 
breathless with the wonder of her 
grandmother’s wisdom as it unfolded for her 
in ‘‘the cactus which did not bloom forever. 


Petals dried and fell to earth.’’ Annie 
knew as she listened to her grandmother 
that she “‘was a part of the earth, just as her 
grandmother would always be, always and 
forever.”’ 

“‘They walked back to the hogan together, 
Annie and the Old One. Annie picked up the 
old weaving stick. ‘I am ready to weave,’ she 
said to her mother. ‘I will use the stick that 
my grandmother has given me.’ ”’ 


IN THAT story lies the seed of how I feel 


about myself and who I am as a woman in 
religious life. Symbolically, I am ‘‘Annie’’ 
and Jesus is, for me, the ‘Old One,’’ the 
source of peace, comfort, laughter, wisdom. 


From Him I received the gift of religious 
life--the weaving stick that styles the threads 
of my life. I take refuge in Him in the 
evenings following the day’s work. 


Sometimes His voice is clearly heard in 


- the poetry and the stories that form in my 


mind and heart, for I believe that He is with 
me always. Sometimes, He is still and I am 
aware that He is as old as time and I must be 
still, too, if I am to understand. 


AND, NOW and then, because of what I 
discover in our relationship Iam aware that I 
must ‘‘learn to weave’’—that I must begin 
something that I was neither ready nor 
willing to do before. 


What is the new thing for me to do now in 
1975 as part of a religious community and a 
Church that has changed over the years ‘‘of 
the sun coming up from the edge of the earth 
in the morning and returning to the earth in 
the evening’’? 


Perhaps I must continue to sit by and to 
talk and to listen to the ‘Old One’’ for 
prayer is always a new thing. And, as I grow 
older, the power of prayer and the fullness 
that it provides frequently causes my eyes 
to fill with tears and my heart to well up 
with gratitude. 


ANOTHER OF the new things that I might 


do is to force myself to discover if I’m living 
where I’m talking. For example, “‘Someone 
should help the poor!’’ Why not me? How? 
By giving something daily of what I have to 
someone who needs it and who is within my 
reach and my. vision. 


For example, ‘‘Someone should take time 
to write a letter or phone or chat with 
someone who is heartbroken or lonely or 
anxious or worried or fearful. Then, why not 
me? How? By wig the time, that it korca to

And, ‘still another of hers new ‘nities is ee 


use fully—more fully than I ever have—my 
talent to create, with words and ideas, 
something that is helpful to parents, 
teachers and children who are interested in 


“making their own the truth that Jesus is 


Lord. 


HOW? BY anriouncing in a myriad of ways 
what I believe and try to affirm each day as a 
woman and as a religious: 


Lord, Jesus Christ, 

take all my freedom, 

my memory, my understanding, 
and my will. 

All that I have and cherish 
you have given me. ~ 

I surrender it all to be 
guided by your will. 

Your grace and your love 
are wealth enough for me. 

Give me these, Lord Jesus, 
and I ask for nothing more. 


(Prayer for Self-Dedication to Jesus Christ— 
“‘The New American Missal’’) 


I, like Annie and the Old One, am who I 
am in time. The pressure is continually on 
me to discover in ever new ways what being 
a religious’ woman in time means and as I 
discover, to do as Annie did, ‘‘She picked up 
a strand of gray wool and started to weave.”’

God in every person

[This is the ninth of 17 articles 
adapted from the text of the first draft of 
the National Catechetical Directory. 
This Directory is being designed to 
assist in the teaching of religion to all 
Catholics in the United States today. 


You are encouraged to submit 
observations on every aspect of the 
proposed document.] 


The teaching of justice is essential to the 
mission of the Catholic Church. This 
dimension must appear in religious educa- 
tion. Chapter Six of the National Catecheti- 
cal Directory, after establishing the general 
principles of social morality, goes on to state 
“Earlier in this chapter it was pointed out 
that the Church’s social teaching has 
bearings on relationships among people and 
between people and the rest of God’s 
creation. 


“Cited here are four social problems 
which rank among the most prominent of our 
times. An analysis of the issues of 
discrimination, war, environment, and 
poverty illustrates how action for justice is 
required to live out fully the gospel teaching 
of love of neighbor and attain peace in our 
times.”’ 


CHAPTER SIX then gives four illustra- 
tions on how the general principles of social 
morality can guide the Christian conscience 
by pointing toward a moral posture without 
specifying exact moral conclusions. 


Illustrated are discrimination, the morality 
of war, conservation of the environment and 
the obligations of wealthy countries in a 
world where large numbers are poor. 


This is what the document says about 
discrimination by way of moral posture: 


. “Discrimination militates against the rights 


of individuals, communities and the 
harmony of society. 


“VICTIMS QF injustice are those who are 
discriminated against, in law or in fact, on 
account of their race, origin, color, culture, 
sex or religion. (A Call to Action, Pope Paul 
VI, May 14, 1971, 16) 


“The principles of the Church’s social 
teachings governing discrimination are 
rooted: in the Christian concept that each 
individual person is created in God’s 
likeness and redeemed by Christ; in the 
historical reality of ‘the common origin, 
nature and destiny of all members of. the 
human family; in the necessity to affirm and 


to protect the equality of every person’s 
fundamental human and social rights. 
(Address of Pope Paul VI to UN Special 
Committee on Apartheid, May 1974) 


“The application of these principles in the 
area of racial discrimination is especially 
urgent, because: (a) current efforts to 
maintain or introduce legislation or behav- 
ioral patterns based on racial discrimination 
are unjustifiable and inadmissable (A Call to 
Action, 16); and (6) severe racial tensions 
and conflicts are mounting both: within our 
own country and on the international level. 


‘IN REGARD to racial discrimination, 


therefore, it follows: For attainment of a full — 


measure of human dignity, racial discrimina- 
tion must be rooted out of society. 


Violence, however, is not an acceptable 
solution, because a) violence as a solution is 
illusory; and b) ‘it is difficult to reconcile 
violence with the righteousness that it 
intends to proclaim or defend. (Address of 
Pope Paul to UN Special Committee on 
Apartheid, May, 1974) 


Every person within a nation should be 
equal before the law, and should find equal 
admittance to economic, cultural, civic and 
social life and benefit from a fair sharing of 
the nation’s riches. (A Call to Action, 16) 


EFFORTS TO achieve such racial equality 
must proceed in proportion to the urgency. 
This cause is especially urgent and the hour 
is late (Address of Pope Paul VI to Special 
COmnt ee on Apartheid, May, 1974). 


..as long as the rights of all the peoples, 
among them the right to self-determination 
and independence, are not duly recognized 
and honored, there cannot be true and 
lasting peace, even though the abusive 
power or arms may for a time prevail over 
the reactions of those opposed. 


“For as long as, within the individual 
national communities, those in power do not 
nobly respect the rights and legitimate 
freedoms of the citizens, tranquility and 


order (even though they can be maintained © 


by force) remain nothing but a deceptive and 
insecure sham, no longer worthy of a society 
of civilized beings.’’ (Address of Pope Paul 
VI to the College of Cardinals, Dec. 21, 1973)

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Talking Point-school aid 


Supreme Court violates parents: constitutional rights

The God-given right of Catholic parents to select a 
parochial school for the education of their children, a 
right rooted firmly in the Constitution, may no 
longer be exercised freely without penalty to 
children and their parents because of the decision of 
the U.S. Supreme Court in Meek v. Pittenger, 
rendered May 19. 

If you live in Pennsylvania and select a parochial 
school for the education of your children, which is 
~~ your inalienable and constitutionally protected right, 
Pennsylvania has provided the loan of secular 
textbooks and instructional materials and equipment 
for the use of your children on an equal basis with all 
school children. 


_IF ONE OF your children requires speech or 
hearing therapy, counseling, psychological services, 
or other special secular services to cope with or 
overcome serious learning handicaps, Pennsylvania 
has provided special services to aid your child on an 
equal basis with all handicapped children. 


Those programs were authorized under Acts 194 
and 195 in 1972 by your elected representatives and 
approved by your governor. Those services were 
provided by public school personnel selected and 

- controlled by the public school authorities in your 
area. As a taxpayer you helped to pay for those 
programs provided to all children, regardless of the 
school of their attendance. 


On May 19, 1975, the U.S. Supreme Court, by a 
vote of six to three, declared that your children could 
no longer receive the special education services and 
the loan of instructional materials and equipment 
because such beneficial programs violated the No 
Establishment Clause of the First Amendment to the 
Constitution. Your children can continue to receive 
the loan of textbooks. 


If you live in another state, the decision of the 
Court does not directly apply to your children. 
However, it has grave implications to your rights to 
fair and equal treatment from government and may 
subject your children to the same discrimination as 
the children in Pennsylvania. 


YOU MAY BE interested to know why a child 
needing speech therapy may no longer receive such 
assistance and continue attending a parochial school 
in Pennsylvania. That decision was rendered by the 
High Court in response to an action brought by three 
taxpayers of Pennsylvania, the American Civil 
Liberties Union, the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, the Pennsylvania 
Jewish Community Relations Council and Ameri- 
cans United for Separation of Church and State. 


After a trial on the merits, the. lower court, 
composed of three federal judges, by a vote of two to 
one, approved the loan of instructional materials and 
equipment and the special services of public school 
personnel for disadvantaged children. All three 
judges approved the loan of textbooks. 

On review, the majority of the U.S. Supreme 
Court overruled the lower federal court, with the 
exception of the loan of secular textbooks. The 


majority opinion, written by Justice Potter Steward, .

. joined by Justice Harry Blackmun and Justice Lewis 


Powell, holds that the mere potential that a public 
speech correction teacher might attempt to teach 
religion while providing speech therapy violates the 
Constitution, regardless of the fact that the trial 
record provides no basis for such speculation. 


TO THE CONTRARY, the trial record showed no 
public ‘school personnel was even accused of any 
such action and the Pennsylvania law precluded any 
such action. 


The majority opinion also held that the loan of 
secular instructional material and equipment is an 
unconstitutional aid to religion because 75 per cent 
of the nonpublic schools in Pennsylvania are 
church-affiliated. This means that a parochial school 
child cannot have the use of a geography map of the 
United States because the provision of the map has 


assistance to some of its children whose handicaps 
prevent their deriving the benefit normally 
anticipated from the education required to become a 


productive member of society and, at the same time, . 


to deny those benefits to other children only because 
they attend a Lutheran, Catholic or other 
church-sponsored school does not simply tilt the 
Constitution against religion; it literally turns the 
Religion Clause on its head.’’ 


THE OPINION of Justice Rehnquist, joined by 
Justice White, labeled the decision of the majority 
as ‘‘arbitrary’’ and said: 


“lam disturbed as much by the overtones of the 
Court’s opinion as by its actual holding. The Court 
apparently believes that the Establishment Clause of 
the First Amendment not only mandates religious 
neutrality on the part of government. but also 


In the words of Chief Justice Burger in ‘his 
dissenting opinion: ‘‘This penalty strikes them (the 
children) not because of any act of theirs but because 
of their parents’ choice of religious exercise.’’ 


the primary effect of aiding religion. However, the 
same child could have the use of the same map if 
such child left the parochial school and attended a 
neighboring public school. 


Under the decision of the majority of the Court, all 
children, both public and nonpublic, may benefit 
from the loan of textbooks. A parochial school pupil 
in Pennsylvania may use a textbook containing a 
geography map of the United States without 
offending the Constitution but he cannot have the 
use of a map of the United States hanging upon the 
wall of his classroom. 


THE SAME textbook put on a tape cassette and 
played on a recorder for the benefit of a blind child 
attending a parochial school is impermissible. 


Chief Justice Warren Burger, Justice Byron 
White and Justice William Rehnquist dissented 
from the holdings that prohibited the loan of 
equipment and material and provision of special 
services for educationally disadvantaged children. 
The chief justice reaffirmed the constitutional right of 
the parent to select a parochial school to educate his 
children. He characterized the action of the majority 
of the Court in denying such children the benefits 
and special services of a speech therapist, a hearing 
therapist, or a psychologist because they attend a 
parochial school as ‘‘a gross violation of the 
Fourteenth Amendment rights’’. -Moreover, he 
said: 


“To hold, as the Court now does, that the 
Constitution permits the States to give special

requires that this Court go further and throw its 
weight on the side of those who believe that our 
society as a whole should be a purely secular one. 


Nothing in the First Amendment or in the cases 
interpreting it requires such an extreme approach to 
this difficult question, and ‘any interpretation of (the 
Establishment Clause) and constitutional values it 
serves must also take account of the free exercise 
clause and the values it serves.’ ’’ 


THE DECISION of the High Court eualigae the _ 


rights of Pennsylvania school children and _ their 
parents. The Court has not yet determined a similar 
case from Ohio. Programs assisting educationally 
disadvantaged children in parochial schools in other 
states should be continued until the courts have 
finally passed upon them. 


However, regardless of where you live, your 
rights as a Catholic and a parent are threatened. 


In the words of Chief Justice Burger in his 
dissenting opinion: ‘’But this holding does more: it 
penalizes children—children who have the misfor- 
tune to have to cope with the learning process under 
extraordinary heavy physical and psychological 
burdens, for the most part congenital. This penalty 
strikes them not because of any. act of theirs but 
because of their parents’ choice of religious 
exercise.’ : 


Even if you are not a Catholic or a parent, your 
constitutional guarantees are less because the rights 
of your neighbors have been diminished.

Among Storey’s specific criticisms were: 


—a pattern of authoritarianism in which ‘‘the only option 
for those who disagree (with the leadership policies) is to 
resign;”’ 

—“‘a manifestation of conscience procedure’ in many high- 
ly structured communities ‘‘which I find highly dubious;’’ 

—a confusion of liturgical priorities, in which celebration of 
the Eucharist sometimes is ranked below charismatic prayer 
services; 


—the ‘‘sympathetic links with Protestant and denomina- 
tional pentecostalism,”” which Storey said is at least 
occasionally anti-Catholic; 


—an approach to scripture which tends toward ‘‘radical 
fundamentalism”’ that is ‘inconsistent, and unacceptable for 
the community of Catholics.”’ 

Regarding the ‘‘manifestation of conscience procedure,”’ 
Storey said that in some communities it involves matters of 
sin which would be best left to the privacy of confession, and 
not to open discussion within a larger community. 


He said that a serious reform of the movement’s national 
leadership is imperative. 


SPEAKING IN special audience May 19 to about 10,000 
charismatics gathered in Rome for an_ international 
conference, Pope Paul said that spiritual renewal prompted 
by the Holy Spirit is ‘‘good fortune’’ for the Church and 
should be encouraged. 


But he urged charismatics to: ‘‘Be faithful to celebrating 
frequently and in a dignified way the Eucharist. Approach 
with confidence the sacrament of reconciliation. These 

. sacraments explain that grace comes from God, through the 
necessary mediation of the Church.”’

From Catholic Film Newsletter 
JANIS—roughshod musical bio-document- 
ary of the late Janis Joplin. 

Many of her finest numbers are presented 


' in the movie, which is less a coherent 


‘chronicle of a life or moment in pop music as 
an assemblage of available footage. Some of 
the segments are quite elegant, other parts 
very rough-edged. 

The portrait doesn’t add up to a whole 
person—none of the personal problems that 
contributed to her death in 1970 by O.D. are 
broached, for example—but in this case half 
a loaf, especially one so filled with musical 
fruits, is far better than none at all. 


The film is R-rated, perhaps because of 
Joplin’s open mind and mouth and funky 
manner, justly so. But anyone who was ever 
a child can connect with the film’s touching 
closing montage, played against ‘‘Me and 
Bobby McGee,’’ of snapshots from Janis’ 
childhood—an American life.
